Each community receiving Shannon funding demonstrates the presence of risk factors
for youth and gang violence. Shannon participants must be between the ages of 10-24 years.

In 2019, the Brockton Police confirmed 16 active gangs with an estimated 195
members, of which 111 (56%) were under the age of 25. Gang-related drive-by shootings
occurred throughout Brockton and gang-involved home invasions increased, while the
drug trade continued to be a serious problem. There were two gang-related murders in
2018. Social media was increasingly used as a recruitment tool, while gangs also
recruited through family and prison connections.
